From the Malacca Observer. 
CHINESE ADMIRAL, AT PRESENT ON THE 
CANTON STATION. 

This gentleman, named Leheemtong, has 
lately written a small volume, on the requisites 
for an eflective naval establishment, on the east- 
ern coast of China. His pretensions to notice 
are founded on a long period of service, from 
Chekiang Province southward to Fokien, Can- 
ton, and Cochin-China, under his uncle, Lee- 
hunggei, or, ‘‘ the faithful and intrepid Le,”’ an 
old naval officer on these shores. 

To enable our readers to form some little idea 
of a modern Chinese Admiral, we will make a 
few extracts from his pamphlet, referring the 
curious to the original Chinese work for fuller 
information. The title of the book is, ‘‘ GOY- 
HOY SHUYCHING, CHEENFAT, KELUK- 
CHAT;’’ ‘“* A memorial on the water-ways, (or 
eourses,) and modes of fighting, at sea.’’ 

“¢T have long thought, (says the writer,) that 
battles at sea are more difficult than those on 
shore. For when the wave. are high, the ves- 
sel is tossed up and down, the sails are to be 
hoisted or lowered, and the helm tobe nicely 
attended to; beside, the capabilities of the men 
are different, and a disparity in the guns and 
arms exists: therefore, unless a regular system 
be adopted, no success can be expected; for the 
guns will not hit the mark. Victory depends on 
the commander, and the commander’s power 
consists in having good men. If the men be 
skilled in seamanship, and the method of fight- 
ing, and there be a talent for the employment of 
marines, with a oneness of heart, and a slaugh- 
tering effort, you -.ay swear to effect deeds 
which will recompense the country’s kindness. 
The men will be like the monarch’s figures and 
arms, and the officers will be like his belly* and 
heart. Then one may withstand ten, and ten 
oppose a hundred. Victory must be the result. 

But it is hard to obtain men who are tho- 
roughly versed in the currents, tides, and courses, 
by sea. If one or two experienced persons be 
found, they are only acquainted with their na- 
tive place, and are by no means well acquaint- 
ed with the four provinces, Canton, Fokien, 
Chekiang, and Kiangnan. Under these circum- 
stances, when an enemy is met with, the com- 
mander is unable to act for himself, and is 
obliged to depend on a helmsman, who indulges 
his own caprice, to advance or recede, whence 
numerous failures occur, and the commander is 
quite hand-bound. 

Officers, indeed, who are well acquainted with 
the art of war; the course steered; the currents 
and tides; the peculiar disposition of the vessel, 
and the way of handling the helm, are very few. 

I originally possessed neither talents nor 
knowledge; but happily from a boy, I grew up 
to manhood, at the eth of my uncle, Chung- 

ikung, who had served on the coasts of all the 
our provinces, in the tiger of pirates, with 
whom he had often fought, and always conquer- 
ed. He never lost a battle. Thus, having had 
ten years’ experience, 1 obtained some know- 
ledge of the mode of fighting; and I would not 
be selfish, but desired to publish my opinion for 
the benefit of all those who are like-minded, 
and sabmit them their perusal, hoping that 
their higher intelligence will make a selection.

In the first place, ships of war must be strong- 
ly built, and kept in repair. Sails, cordage, 

ing, and washing ship’s bottom, must be 
all carefully attended to. Then she will sail 
fast, and no apprehension of winds or waves 
need be felt, she may dash into the enemy’s 
line, break it, or run them down, 

In the next place, the ‘‘ Mandarin troops’’ 
{the men of war’s men} must be able to hold 
the helm, and be well skilled in sea affairs.— 
They must understand the mode of fighting, and 
have a good quantity of gall, [i. e. courage.) 

And in the third » the ship of war must 
be well provided with guns, arms, ammunition, 
combustibles, &c. in good order. 

If these three essentials be furnished, you 
may hope to gain every battle, and conquer 
every enemy. These requisites are indispensable 
to enable a naval commander to withstand his 
foes. 

Various other details must also be attended to. 
Every war boat should have a very thick “me 5 
that may surround the vessel, like a city wal 
and being kept wet, ward off the enemies’ wea- 
pons, shot. This will also give courage to 
the men. For every hundred men there should 
always be ready at hand, four hundred weapons 
of various sorts. When falling in with an enemy, 
if the vessel be at a distance, the great guns 
should be used; when nearer, small arms, stones, 
fire arrows, sharp pointed arrows, &c.; and when 
still nearer, isters, fire-tubs, and stones, 
may be thrown into her; and when near as pos- 
sible, let the whole combustible apparatus be 
simultaneously let fy. When an enemy’s vessel 
approaches either head-on or alongside, all the 
marines must have fire-armsa, long spears, guns, 
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&c. quite ready to oppose the enemy and let fly 
atonce. When the cnemy is coming head on, 
the men in our ship should also be provided with 
hooked and forked weapons, with swords and 
shields to act as circumstances require; and be 
ready to throw their combustibles. If the ene- 
my's ship take fire, her men will of course be 
desirous of running away; but our people should 
be ready with their hooks or forks, to prevent 
her getting away; and then, availing themselves 
of the smoke, board her sword in hand. But 
our vessel must be laid fast alongside, before 
the boarding takes place. If these things are 
properly attended to, you will beable to ad- 
vance with safety and ; or to retire 
with speed and defend yourself.’’ 

The Admiral next gives directions for smaller 

vessels attacking larger ones, by combustibles 
and powder bowls, to set them on fire and blow 
them up. In doing this he employs transport 
boats lashed ahead of the war-boat. He recom- 
mends long bars of iron, pointed at the extrem 
ty, and fastened to the fore-mast, so ‘‘as to stick 
over the bow, like scorpion’s feelers, which are 
to be run into the enemy’s side, and stick fast.’’ 
He next gives some bints for building boats, and 
the materials of which their masts, sails, and 
ropes should be made. 
On the subjects of tides and currents, the ad- 
miral is very full, and gives an exact list of dis- 
tances, which may be zone in one tide, down the 
coast to Cochin-china; mentioning the names of 
places where safe anchorage may be found in a 
gale of wind. He professes also to give a simi- 
lar account of the coast from Canton province, 
upto Fokkeen, Amoy, Chekiang, Kiangnan, &c. 
as far as Tientsin, inthe Gulph of Peking; tiding 
it all the way, against the wind. From Amoy he 
allows thirteen watches, for a passage to Formo- 
sa; and four or five days from Formosa to Manil- 
la. Each watch is about the space of two hours. 
Suppose a ship taking her departure from Amoy, 
he gives the distance in watches, to a great 
many islands, and places, the Chinese names of 
which are inserted. 

The Admiral has moreover attended tothe 
weather, in his publication. After the summer 
solstice, when the north-east wind prevails, 
great heat is indicative of strong winds, and hea- 
vy rain. The absence of heat and white clouds, 
indicate light winds. A double rainbow appear- 
ing, you may expect a strong gale or a typhon. 
In the fourth, fifth, and seventh moons, gales of 
wind may be expected. 

During those months, if the clouds generally 
assume a red appearance, yeu must make haste, 
and prepare for a strong gale. If the clouds 
change to a streak of red, or three or five co- 
lours, and the streak be long, with a little rain, 
there will not be much wind; bat if the streak 
be short and no rain fall, then, in less than three 
days, there will be a strong gale of wind. If 
dragon flies are abundant, or there be heat, and 
white ants flying in great numbers, especially if 
‘there be great heat, a sudden typhon may be 
expected. If, when the sun is descending below 
the hills, the clouds change4o a deep red, the 
next day there will certainly be either a gale of 
wind or heavy*tain. ' Ifet o. 
around it, or the moon be surrofin ya ring, 
or have feet-like clouds, with a re arance, 
there will, within three days, be a great change 
in the weather, either wind or rain, 

In predicting the weather, the state of the sea 
is also to be attended to. When a sea up 
without any wind, great care must be € 
Either wind or rain will come; if a typhon comes 
on, it will be very severe, and sudden. If the 
sea change, and emit a disagreeable smell; if the 
water becomes reddish or blackish; or if large 
fish swim on the surface; or if groups of flying- 
fish appear to be pursuing each other, a change 
may be expected, and either a gale of wind or 
heavy rain. 

The Admiral has next a section on the rocks 
and shoals along shore. On the coast of Che- 
kiang there are rocks but no shoals. On Fokien | 
coast there are a great many rocks, and some | 
shoals. On Canton coast there are a great | 
many shoals, and but few rocks. On the coast 
of Hainan, both rocks and shoals are numerous. 

On.-currents, in the China sea, the Admiral | 
says, if, in the midst of the current, the water 
make a noise, you may be sure it is an eastern 
current. 

The tides at Foomoon, the “ Tiger’s gate,”’ 
or the Bocca Tygrie, are as follows: On the 
Ist, 2d, and 3d days of the moon, flood-tide com- 
mences at 8, morning and evening; and the ebb 
at 2, &e. &c. 

Thus we have given a view of our valiant Ad- 
miral’s book, and shall conclude with his closing 
lines in verse.

THE CALDRON LINN.

Among the objects of curiosity to whi 
the attention of the traveller, through ti 
west part of Perthshire, is directed, are a 
fall, or rather series of falls, formed by t 
little river Devon—# the clear-winding De- 
von” of Burns—the loftiest of whieh is 
termed the “ Caldron Linn;’’ and a bridge, 
that stretches its “wearisome, but Seedful 
length” over the same stream, and which, 
from the noise and turmoil of the waters, 
that tear and bellow like a chafed lion some 
forty feet below it, is called the “ Rumb 
Bridge.”” The Rumbling Bridge’no longer 
exists, or rather, I should say, it is no longer 
accessible; and the manner in which this has 
been brought about is not a little indicative 
of the calculating genius of the people of 
the “ north countrie.” Some fifteen or six- 
teen years ago, the road—a wild and rug- 





4 ged and neglected mountain path—after 
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toiling up the precipitous bank, dived down 
again almost perpendicularly, until it reach- 
ed the bridge; and, that once passed, a-simi- 
lar ascent and descent awaited the traveller 
before he could reach what was, compara- 
tively speaking, level ground.

This is a matter of some general interest 
ia this country, at this moment, and one, 
| therefore, we hope, on which we may be 

In the 
republic of Europe, as far as we 

are acquainted, letters are considered as the 
property of their writers, and not of the 
persons to whom they are addressed. The 
on, who writes them, sends them to his 
correspondent, (generally speaking,) for the 
sole purpose of being read by ee 
t majority of cases, private letters are:

3s needless to inquire, in whom is vested the 
residuary property of them. But the pri- 
vate letters of distinguished men, on public 
subj soon acquire a literary and a histori- 
cal nee, and with it a pecuniary value. 
To whom do they belong? We answer, 
that, as far as we know, in the estimation of 
the literary world abroad, they belong to 
their writer or to his representatives. It is 
considered a matter of course, when an in- 
dividual diés, unless some other disposition 
of his papers be made by himself, that the 
letters of his correspondents should be re- 
turned to their authors; and equally a mat- 
ter of course, that the letters which he may 
himself have written, should be sent hack by 
those, in whose possession they are, to the 
ing representatives of the deceased, 

on whom devolves the care of his property 
and of his reputation. This course seems 
to us reasonable and just. Honour, in the 
first place, forbids the use of a letter, by the 
to whom it is addressed, for any 

- other purpose than that for which it was sent 
him. If T publish my correspondent’s letter 
to me, unless with his express or easily im- 
plied permission, I do an act by no means 
creditable. [f injury result to hin by the 
publication, I have been guilty of uupardon- 
able indiscretion. If [ make the publication 
intentionally to injure him, I am guilty of 











what he thought of 
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man, who has favoured the public with the life 
of Vice-President Gerry, to have had all his 
letters in his possession? Or take the case 
of Mr. Jefferson. Suppose that he had not 
been in the habit of retaining copies of his 
letters; am” that they existed only in the 
originals, and these scattered over the con- 
tinent. His family would, im that case, be 
deprived of a very considerable portion of 
the richest fruits of his mind, and of the 
most lucrative remains from his pen. Even 
as it is, the pecuniary value of any publica- 
tion his family may wish to make, is essen- 
-tially impaired, by the practice of freely 
publishing his letters, on the part of those, 
who*happen to have them in possession. It 
will not be thought, that we intend any cen- 
sure applicable to single cases where this 
has been done. It is often done from good 
motives, to raise the fame of the distinguish- 
ed writer; often from the pardonable wish 
to gratify contemporary curiosity; but al- 
most always at the expense of the interests 
of those, in whom whatever value such let- 
ters possess, ought to be considered as 
vested.
